S. C. Findley built the first 
hotel in Hasse. He also served 
as one of the postm asters and 
taught in the Hasse schools. A

first store, hut other business 
firm s were 
established. 
Boss 
Baldwin opened a lubm er yard 
and l^ee Drennan a drug store. 
Two gins were built by H. L. 
Kight, 
Uncle 
Bud 
and 
Aunt 
Dulce Pow ers had a cafe and 
seved mostly chili. They were 
known as the best chili m ak­ 
ers in the county. They also 
kept a few 
articles 
to 
sell, 
such as tobacco, linim ents cas­ 
tor oil. m atches, etc. At Christ­ 
m as they 
sold 
firecreackers 
and candy. 
Some of the other m erchants 
were Wiliford Brothers, H. L. 
Stew art, Uncle Dan Ross. Eu­ 
banks and Dunn, Ed 
Kerley, 
Andrew P alm er, John Wilson 
and Jack C arter, 
W allace W agner,

G am ble, 
Brothers. 
Two 
churches,

Ice w ater and cold lem 
onade w ere such a wonderful 
trea t in the sum m er tim e The 
ice also perm itted ice cream 
suppers to com e into existence 
and what a thrill th at was to 
have a freezer of hom e-m ade 
ice cream . 
The little town of H asse had 
its best days beginning about 
1904 
to 
about 
1925. 
During 
those years there was a hank, 
established by Joe Hardin and 
Wylie liong. In 1915 the bank 
had a deposit of $50,000. In an 
article published by

m anche Chief in 
1915, 
H asse 
was a prosperous little town,

udder trouble. 
Meekma says that research 
nen have tried to find the sup- 
lvised correlation between high 
protein feeds and mastitis, but 
their efforts have been in vain. 
Similarly, corn and milo, as 
high energy feeds have come 
in for about as much blame as 
the 
oil 
meals and oil meal 
based supplements. Again, ex­ 
periments have completely fail­ 
ed to bear this out and we find

the least trouble using milo or 
com freely in their dairy ration 
with no fear of difficulties.

In addition, high-energy 
rations have been fed in con­ 
junction with these high protein 
levels, with no increase in the

tein and energy with mastitis, 
they have found evidence on 
the 
contrary. 
Thousands

cows have gone to pieces from 
underfeeding and poor manage 
ment. The poorly-fed herd is 
usually poorly managed other­ 
wise. The health program is 
generally as poor as the feed­ 
ing program, with mastitis and 
other diseases likely to flour­ 
ish Strangely enough, the feeds 
incriminated here seem to be 
the old standbys for the na­
